2. $8.9, which are the three 
cauſes of our iuſtification and ſaluation: the efficient whereof, 
isthe grace or mercie of God: the materiall , is Ieſus Chriſt 
in his bloude : and the inftrumentall, faith in him, The 
Church of Rowe. doth dogmariſe the. quite contrarie-: that 
wee may acquire juſtice and Paradiſe, by our, good works, 
and be iuſtified before God by them.

After the Deluge, Nimrod and his affociates, puffed vpalſo

a mockerie of them, and cuen confounded them in their owne 
enterpriſe , by the confuſion oftheir languages.
